Queen Victoria Blacklisted at the 
Court ot Berlin. 


Battenberg’s Mother-in-Law Outrages 
the Most Cherished Traditions of 
German Royalty by Conferring On 
Prince Henry the Title of Royal 
Highness—A Few Facts About Royal 
Highnesses and Most Serene High- 
nesses. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTca. 

New York, September 7.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of a morning paper, writing under date of 
August 19, says: “Queen Victoria is at present on 
the black list at the Court of Berlin and the petty 
courts of Germany. Her Majesty has committed 
an unpardonable offense in the eyes of royalty by 
outraging its most cherished traditions, The mar- 
riage of Prince Henry of Battenberg and the 
Princess Beatrice was, as is well known, regarded 
with extreme disfavor both in Germany and England 
It was considered a flagrant mesalliance, but it was 
sullenly acquiesced in as an evil that could not be 
averted. But the subsequent action of her Majesty 
in conferring on Prince Henry the title of Royal 
Highness has thrown the German courts into a 
state border ing on stupefaction. It is openly hinted 
that the title will not be recogn and t not 
only Prince Battenberg but his ro and imperial 
motnser-in-law will be snubbed. veral members

In Germany the traditions royalty 
are held as something sacred, and a disregard of 
them is considered little less than treason. This is 
the first time her Majesty has ventured to create a 
royal highn and in the selection of the re 
cipient, it is believed, she could not have made a 
more unfortunate choice. The conferring of the 
title on the Prince Consort, onthe occasion of his 
marriage, was natural, as the title in that case was 
attached to the position, but not since the time of 
the marriage of the late Leopold, King of the Bel- 
gians, has a case analogous to that o berg 
occurred. The unvaryiug custom at all the courts 
of Europe is that one must be born a roval bighness 
or become such by.right of birth, but never tarough 
THE FAVOR OF A SOVEREIGN. 

This title strictly belongs only to the go of the 
blood royal and to reigning Grand Dukes. The 
sons and brothers of these latter have no right save 
to the title of highness. In England the Marquis 
of Lorne, who is married to Princess Louise, 
received ne special title. It is true that the 
Marquis of Lorne does not belongto a reigning 
famiiy, but the Duke of Teck, born ot the morgan- 
atic marriage of a Duke of Wurtem , who mar- 
ried a sister of the Duke of Ca dge, is in 
the same position as Prince Battenberg, who is 
born, like his brother, the nos of 
Bulgaria, of the morganatic marriage of Prince 
Alexander of Hesse with the Countesss of Henec«, 
subsequently created Princess of Battenberg. Both 
belong toa family by biood, but bear 
neither the

“highness” was borne by the kings of France until 
the time of Louis XI, who was the first to assume 
the title of majesty. The same rule prevailed in 
England tid the time of James I, and in 8 till 
Cuaries V. who did not assume the title of majesty 
until after he was proclaimed emperor.

In France 
the title of highness was borne until the

The Old Gravois Charter Expired 
Last Year — Scullin Spurred to 
Action—The Ex-Coal Oil Inspector's

Veteran Clerk—Judicial Arrange-

City Counselor Bell this morning filed a suit in 
the Circuit Court in behalr ofthe city against the 
Union Depot Street Railroad Company, The ob- 
ject of the proceeding isto enjoin the company 
from the further maintenance and operation of its 
various lines in this city, on the grounds 


that its charter,obtained from the Gravois Railroad 
= 1876 expired by limitation on the 6th 
. 1 ‘ 

The document isa lengthy one and sets out the 
various ordinances under which the Union Depot 
Company has operated to the present 
The ravois Company was organised 
mber, 1 under the general 
railroad corporation law of the State. The act of 
the General Assembly of 1853 provided that no 
road company organized under the general 
law was authorized to construct its lines in this city 
without the autbority and consent of the city gov- 
ernment. The city ordinance for the construction 
of the Gravois live limited its operation to twenty- 
five years, and it bore date December 6, 1869. 
The articles of association of the Union Depot Rail- 
road Company provided for a franchise of fifty 
years. The acts of the General Assembly of 1864 
and 1866 established the right in the Mayor and 
8 Council to regulate and control street railroads 

in

1876 the Union Depot 

Company purchased the pro 

the Gravois Railroad Company 

ordinance No. 10,106 recited the consent of the 
city government tothe transfer of the franchise. 
Ordinance No. 12.518 established the right of the 
Union Deport Railroad Company to ntain and 
operate its tracks on the streets and avenues, but 
the ordinance contained the following section upon 
whieh this proceeding is ; 

“Section Nothing in this ordinance shall be 
construed as extending the time when the franchise 
of the said railroad cempany shall terminate, and 
this ordinance shall cease and be nulland void at 
the termination of the franchise of said company as 
fixed by law and by the ordinances of the city in 
force previous to the ge of the ordinance.” 

At the coming term of the Circuit Court the case 
will be heard, and if judgment is entered against 
Mr, Scullin's company proceedings will probably be 
stayed until a new ordinance is ootained from the 
Municipal Assembly. The eity authorities seek a 
revenue from the Union Depot Railroad Company 
for the operation of their lines, which have now be- 
come very profitable, and the suit entered by the 
City Counselor will enforce that measure,

Next Weduesday Afternoon. 

“What are you going to doin the Maxwell case 

next Wednesday?” a Posr Dispatcn reporter asked 

this morning of John I. Martin, senior counsel of 


the alleged trunk murderer. 

“We have not yet fully determined, but I think it 
is very probable that we shall waive examination. 
There is very little to be gained la gong into the 
case before the Court of Criminal Correction, and 
there might be something to lose. I have just 
completed reading the evidence taken before 
the Coroner's jury. Now, supposing the wit, 
nesses who certified before the Coroner 
repeat their testim in the Correction Court,all the 
advantage we would Gain would be such as might 
be secured in their cross-examination. On the other 
hand, should any witness testify before the Correc- 
tion Court and die between that time and the trial 
in the Criminal Court, the transcript of his evidence 
could be 1 for the State in the Criminal 
Court. The evidence taken in the inquiry before 
the Coroner cannot uced at the trial.” 

“Then you are going to let enough time lapse be- 
tween now and the trial to give some of the wit- 
nesses a chance to die?" 

“The trial will not be delayed. I have no doubt 
that it will come eff in December or January 
next.“ 

“Some lawyers think that you ought to 

TAKE ADVANTAGE OF 
the preliminary examination so as to force the 
osecution to show their hand.“ 

They are wrong. In a plain case of homicide, 
where the facta are gen ly known, the prelimi- 
nary examination is of advantage totne defense, 
as they can cross-examine the witnesses and 
sibiy weaken the prosecution thereby without any 
chance of hurting the defense, but where there is a 
mystery in connection with the case the situation 
is altered.

CONDITION OF COTTON. 


The Crop in the Memphis District Dam- 
aged by Drouth. 

Mempnis, Tenn., September 7.—The cotton crop 
report for the Memphis district, which embraces 
West Tennessee, North Mississippi, North Arkansas, 
and North Alabama, to be published to-morrow by 
Hill, Fontaine & Co., will say: The outlook is any- 
thing but encouraging. Hot, dry weather prevailed 
during the past month, which did serious injury 
to the growing or Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Tennessee have suffered most, and the fine pros- 
pects for a large yield of the staple whicn were in- 
dicated in our July report, have been materialiy 
changed. A severe drouth, togetner with saedding 
and rust, have caused damage to tue growing cot- 
ton pliant m almost every locality of 
the district, excepting Alabama, where 
the injury has uot n so severely 
teit. A careful compilation of the 800 responses 
from correspondenis, which bear average date 
of. September 1, show that cotton has in- 
jured 28 per cent in Arkansas; 27 per cent in 
Mississippi, 26 percent in Tennessee, and Sig per 
cent in Alabama.

So the Exposition 
directors have decreed and so Mr. Pettes has been 
instructed. This is the way they arrived at their 
decision: 

The committee of gentlemen selected to pass 
upon the question of the advisability of retaining 
in the collection the objectionable paintings met 
the directors in the rooms of the St. Louis Club 
Saturday evening. The meeting was an informal 
one; there was no chairman, there were no 
speeches and the whole affuir was as unbusiness- 
like as a session of a sewing society, The gentle- 
men composing the committee gave their opinions 
individually to various groups of directors at dif- 
ferent times. The question was talked qyer freely 
for some time and then the directors conferred. 
The result of the exchange of opinion and the 
conference was the passage of a resolution that 
the pictures should be removed from the galleries 
until such time as the directors should see fit to ex- 
pose them. 

It appears thatthe committee, after visiting the 
galleries, met Saturday afternoon and consulted as 
to what they should do-in the matter. They 
talked the thing over and concluded that they 
were not willing to take upon 
sponsibility attached to ari 
they would simply report individually to the 
directors their private opinions on the pictures as 
works of art, leaving to them the matter of deter- 
mining whether as works of art these pict 
should become a part of the Exposition. ey did 
this accordingly. 

AS WORKS OF ART,
